CITY   or    NI^IITREAL. 

The  City  of  Montreal  is  the  largest  and  most 
popul^s  city  in  British  North  Amtrlcii.  It 
wa^foundi^d  by  M.  d^  Maisttonneu^^^  in  1642, 
on  the  site  of  an  Indian  vilmge  named  Hoche- 
laga,  and  dedicated  to  the  Virgin  Mary  as  its 
patroness  and  its  protector,  and  for  a  long 
period  bore  the  name  of  Ville  Marie.  It  is  laid 
in  the  form  of  a  parallelogram,  and  contains 
some  two  hundred  streets,  with  [a  population 
of  over  121,000. 

i  The  traveller,  in  approaching  the  city  from 
the  river,  is  struck  with  the  peculiar  beauty  of  ^ 
the  la^e  cut  stone  buildings  which  front  the 
majestic  river  St.  Lawrence  on  whose  banks 
they  are  reared,  resembling  in  their  solid  ma- 
sonry and  elegance  the  buildings  of  European 
cities. 

The  Island  of  Montreal  is,  in  fact,  most  pro- 
perly regarded  as  the  garden  of  Canada;  The 
city  being  at  the  head  of  ship  navigation  her 
local  advantages  are  unsurpassed.

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The  McGill  College.— TI^b  is  an  insti^tion 
of  very  ligh  ijejmte.  Jt  w^s  founded  by  the 
Hon.  James  McGill,  who  bequeathed  a  valuable 
estate  and  £10,000  for  its  endowment.  The 
buildings  for  the  faculty  of  Arts,  are  delight- 
fully situated  at  the  base  of  the  mountain,  and 
commands  an  extend ve  view. 

The  Museum  of  the  Natural  History  Society 
of  Montreal  is  situated  on  University  Avenue, 
corner  Cathcart  street. 

The  New  City  Water  Works.— These  works 
tap  the  St.  Lawrence  at  the  Lachine  Bapids, 
some  six  miles  above  the  city,  they  cost  the 
city  when  completed  $l,06o^OO0.  The  two  re- 
ceiving reservoirs  for  supplying  the  city  are 
about  200  feet  above  the  level  of  the  river,  and 
hold  twenty  millions  of  g&Uons. 

The  Jail.— -This  is  a  substantial  stone  build- 
ing surrounded  by  a  high  wall  and  is  wprthy 
of  a  visit. . 

The  General  Hospital,  on  Dorchester  street, 
is  a  fine  cut  ^toild  building,  and  is  one  of  the 
many  prominent  institutions  of  the  city. 

The  Protestant  Orphan  Asylum,  situated  in 
Catherine  street,  is  a  well  conducted  charity, 
sustained  by  the  benevolence  of  private  indi- 
viduals. 

The  Ladies'  Benevolent  Institution,  for  the 
relief  of  widows  and  half  orphans,  is  a  large 
three  storey  building  in  Berthelet  street.  It  is 
managed  solely  by  a  committee  of  ladies. 

The  Theatre  Koyal,  Cote  Street,  is  a  fine 
brick  building  and  capable  of  accomodating 
about  1500  persons,

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'  The  wharves  of  the  city  kte  linsiirpa^ed  oy 
any  on  the  American  Continent.  They  are 
built  of  ,  wood  Mid  meeting  >with  the 
locks  and  cut  stone  wharves  of  the  Lachine 
Canal,  they  present  for  several  miles  a  display 
of  Qonliinuous  wharfage  which  has /gw  pp^l^i^^lii. 
Plilike  the  levees  of  the  Ohio  and  Misiigiippi, 
ho  unsightly  warehouses  disfigure  the  river 
side.  A  broad  terrace  faced  with  grey  lime- 
iton^f  the\parapets  of  which  «£re  sftrmx)unted 
wHh  a  substantial  iron  railing,  divides  the  city 
from  the  river  throughout  its  whole  extent. 

The  remaining  public  buildings j'-^ythy  of 
notice  are,  the  Old  Government  House,  Notre 
Dame  street,  now  occupied  as  the  Normal 
School ;  the  Barracks  ;  the  Custom  House,  St. 
Paul  street ;  the  Bon  Pasteur  Nunnery  and 
Hotel  Dieu  Hospital,  Sherbropke  St. ;  C|}^irch 
of  the  Gesu,  Bleury  street. 

Mount  Boyal  Cemetery  is  situated  on~^the 
east  side  ef  the  mountain,  about  two  miles 
from  the  city.  JudgemeT>t  and  taste  have  been 
displayed  in  the  selection  and  management  of 
the  grounds :  it  is  much  visitj^d  by  strangers. 

The  Champ  de  Mars. — This  is  a  favourite  pro- 
menade for  citizens  and  strangers,  being  the 
general  parade  and  i  eview  ground  of  the  mili- 
tary, and  is  frequently  enliv^ened  during  the 
summer  evenings  by  music  from  the  fine  bands 
of  the  regiments.  ,  v 

Yiger  Square,  near  the  Champ  de  Mars,  is 
beautifully  laid  out  into  a  Garden,  with  con- 
servatory, fountains,  &c. 
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Place  d'Arxnei,  Is  *  luindfome  Square  between 
Notre  DaMe  and  Great  St.  James  streets,  oppo- 
site the  French  Cathedral.  It  is  surrounded 
by  a  neat  iron  railing,  and  tastefully  laid  out 
and  planted  with  shade  tsees ;  in  ^  centre  of 
the  square  is  4  fountain. 

The  Victoria  Bridge.— The  cost  of  this  gi- 
gantic structure  was  originally  estimated  at 
£1,450,000,  but  this  sum  has  since  been  re- 
duced and  the  present  calculation  of  its  cost 
is  about  ^l,20O,dO^    In  its ^^ion  250,000 
tons^df  iiine>  and  7500  tons  of  iron  huve  t)een 
used.    The  iron  syperstructure  is  supported 
on  24  piers  and  2  abutments.     The  centre 
ipan  being  330  feet;  there  are  12^ spans  each 
side  of  the  centre  242  feet  each.    The  length 
of  the  abutments  is  242  feet  each.    The  ex- 
treme lengthy  including  abutments  is  7000 
feet.    Th6  h|Ight  ibore  sttiUnl^  "iater  level 
in  the  centae  openmg  is  60  feet,  descending 
to  either  end  at  the  rate  of  1   in  130.
